About 100 Grayling Elementary students 
may be bussed to Frederic Elementary 
School next fall because of a shortage of 
classroom space at Grayling. 

This year one fifth grade class at Grayling 
was moved to Frederic because all 20 class- 
rooms and three portables at Grayling Ele- 
mentary were filled. The school board is 
now considering options for next year to 
send about 100 students from the Grayling 
attendance area to Frederic to alleviate 
overcrowding. 

Superintendent Kent Reynolds said 
enrollment projections indicate if all ele- 
mentary students went to the school in their 
attendance area, the Grayling Elementary 
would be short one classroom, Frederic Ele- 
mentary would have four empty class- 
rooms, and Grayling classrooms would 
have as many as 30 students while Frederic 
classrooms would have as few as 18 studen- 
ts. 

Reynolds said if the extra Frederic class- 
rooms are used next year, then the school 
district could use the three musky, leaky 
portables at Grayling Elementary for 
storage instead of classrooms.

Bradford Lake Property Owners 
Miss Special Assessment Taxes 
Once, But Not 2nd Time Around

Approximately nine Bradford Lake 
property owners will have to pay double 
special assessment taxes this December 
because Maple Forest Twp. forgot to levy 
the special assessment tax last year. 

The special assessment is to pay for a 
dam built on the lake’s outlet to control 
water level. The property owners around 
the lake - located in both Otsego and Craw- 
ford counties - are supposed to pay the 
special assessment from 1979 - 1985. 

Last year however, Maple Forest Town- 
ship forgot to put the extra assessment on 
the property owners on the southern tip of 
the lake located in Crawford County. The 
Otsego County property owners around the 
lake were assessed by Otsego Lake Twp. 


Crawford County Treasurer Joe Wakeley 
caugnt the error when checking taxrolls, but 
correcting the mistake hasn’t been easy. At 
first, the county wanted to simply send a 
supplementary billing to the property 
owners right away for last year’s special 
assessment taxes. The state said no-no, 
however, because it would be illegal. The 
county had already approved all the 
millages and special assessments on the tax 
rolis for last year. 

So, this December, Maple Forest Twp. 
will probably ask the taxpayers to pay for 
two year’s of special assessments - a total of 
$7,600 spread over eight or nine pieces of 
property. One property owner with two big 
lots will be hit with a $2000 special assess- 
ment bill.

The yearly survey of sing- 
ing males showed an 11 per- 
cent drop in population last 
year for the rare songbird. 
The bird’s only breeding 
location is found in northern 
lower Michigan among 
young jackpine stands. 

Last year census workers 
estimated 414 birds returned 
from their winter trip to the 
Bahamas. Most of the birds 
counted last year were 
located in Oscoda, Crawford, 
and Ogemaw counties. One 
male was reported in the 


Upper Peninsula near 
Gwinn. 

A program was started in 
1971 to help save the small 
birds from extinction. One of 
the Kirtland’s warbler prob- 
lems is loss of prime habitat. 
The bird likes to nest in 
young jackpine trees - a 
species that thrives after 
forest fires. Modern forest 
fire fighting has greatly 
reduced the number of acres 
burned and the DNR and 
U.S. States Forest Service 
are using control burns as 
one way to insure enough 
habitat for the special birds.

Perhaps the golden rule 
states it in a very practical 
way: ‘Therefore all things 
whatsoever ye would that 
men should do to you, do ye 
even so to them: for this is 
the law and the prophets.” 
Matthew 7:12. 

Following this positive 
command to love is a list of 
negative commandments to 
follow: ‘For this, Thou shalt 
not commit adultery, Thou 
shalt not kill, Thou shalt not 
steal, Thou shalt not bear 
false witness, Thou shalt not 
covet; and if there be any 
other commandment, it is 
briefly comprehended in this 
saying, namely, Thou shalt 
love thy neighbour as 
thyself.’’ Romans 13:9. 

1. Respect for man’s 
home. ‘Thou shalt not com- 
mit adultery.” In America 
where sex has become a god 
to worship, adultery is no 
longer considered a_ civil 
crime against society or a 
moral sin against God. 
Adultery has wrecked more 


‘homes, destroyed more lives 


and ruined more children 
than any other sin. 

2. Respect for man’s life. 
“Thou shalt not kill.” To 
take a human life is the least 
amount of love you can show 


toward an individual. When 7 


you rob a person of life, you 
rob him of all other earthly 
blessings as well. The streets 


‘of our nation are no longer 


safe because of disrespect 
for human life. 

3. Respect for man’s 
property. ‘Thou shalt not 
steal.” In a materialistic 
society, this type of crime is 
considered one of the worst. 


It is interesting that in 
America with the highest 
standard of living in the 
world, stealing is a major 
problem. 

4. Respect for man’s honor 
or integrity. “Thou shalt not 
bear false witness.’’ A lie 
may enter the mind and 
heart of a good person and 
change their thinking and 
conduct. Therefore, a good 
person is believing and prac- 
ticing a lie. It is a terrible sin 
to tell a lie which will so 
change the thinking and 
behavior of a good person. 
Satan is the father of lies. 

5. Respect for man's 
blessings. ‘“Thou shalt not 
covet.”’ This is jealousy over 
God’s blessing upon others. 
This is the sin of the heart 
which leads to the sinful acts 
listed above. 

Citizens who live by love 
need not worry about break- 
ing the above command- 
ments: “Love worketh no ill 
to his neighbour: therefore 
love is the fulfilling of the 
law."’ Romans 13:10. (adv.)

All About Owning A 
Horse (Or Most of It) 


By: Sigrid Schramm 
Meadowview Horse Ranch 


Every year about this time 
school lets out, parents find 
themselves faced with the 
question by their children: 
“Can Ihave a horse?” 

Here are some important 
facts to consider about own- 
ing a horse: 1. Cost of the 
animal and the tack you will 
need. 2. A place to keep it. 3. 
Cost of owning a_ horse, 
which includes cost of feed, 
veterinary and farrier ex- 
penses. 

Speaking from experience, 
here are the typical costs 
you can expect to encounter: 

1. Cost of the horse - You 
can expect to pay from 
$300.00 for a grade 
(unregistered animal) to 
$800.00 and up for a 
registered horse. 

2. Cost of housing the 
animal - If you must board 
your horse, the cost will 
average from $75.00 - $125.00. 
This provides your horse 
with a stall, feed and daily 
care by the stable owner. If 
you keep your horse on your 
own property, you should 
provide the animal with a 
minimum of a run-in shed to 
keep it out of the worst 
weather and the summer 
heat. The cost of feeding 
would depend on the avail- 
ability of hay in your area. 
You can expect to pay $1.25 
to $2.00 for a bale of hay. 
Grain normally runs from 
$7.00 to $10.00 per 100 lbs. - A 
horse that is kept outside, 
especially during the winter 
months requires a minimum 
of 5-6 lbs. of grain in addition 
to approx. 15-20 Ibs. of hay 
per day. This will keep your 
horse in good condition 
during the winter months. 

During the summer mon- 
ths, too many horse owners 
feel that a horse can survive 
on grass alone. This is only 
partly true. Unless you have 
a 2-3 acre well established 
pasture, one horse can keep 
the pasture down to the point 
where during a dry spell or 
toward the end of the sum- 
mer there is not enough food 
left to maintain the animal. 
You should plan on supple- 
ment feeding. 

3. Tack - such as a saddle, 
bridle, etc. - new equipment 
can be purchased for as littie 
as $250.00 up to $600.00 or 
more. (Cost conscious 
owners may want to check

into used tack). 
Now that you have a list of 
your food and _ shelter 


requirements, there is the all 
important issue of vac-' 
cinating your horse against 
certain diseases. This is one 
issue often overlooked or 
neglected by many horse 
owners. The most common 
diseases to vaccinate again- 
st are EWE, Flu and 
Tetanus. In addition, you 
may want to vaccinate 
against Rhinopneumonitis. 
(Here is a reminder to all 
horse owners - be sure to 
have yourself vaccinated 
against Tetanus). - Cost of 
shots which includes the 
vet’s charge to come to your 
home or farm is approx. 
$35.00 - $45.00 for the call it- 
self, and $8 to $10 per shot. 
The EWE, Flu and Tetanus 
shot are a combination shot 
and count as one shot when 
you order it from the Vet. 
Here again, if you are cost 
conscious, you can learn to 
give your own shots. 

Last but not least, your 
horse should be wormed 
against parasites, which if 
left untreated, can be 
deadly. Paste wormers are 
available and easy to ad- 
minister. I feel a minimum 
of once every 3 months is — 
necessary to keep parasites 
in check. 

Now that you have some - 
ammunition to face your 
children’s question about 
owning a horse, do not forget 
that owning a horse also 
provides pleasures. It builds 
physical coordination and 
develops responsibilities in 
your child. However, if you 
have any doubts about own- 
ing a horse, do not buy one, - 
already too many horses 
stand around, forgotten in 
someones backyard or 
pasture after the initial en- 
joyment wore off. Most of 
them are neglected with 
barely enough food to stay 
alive. So for the horse’s sake, 
think before you act.

A list of 38 economic development 
proposals, ranging from repealing 
Michigan’s prevailing wage law to 
further reforms in both workers’ and 
unemployment compensation, was 
recently unveiled by House Republi- 
cans. 

House Republican Leader Michael 
Busch of Saginaw and Paul Hille- 
gonds of Holland said the measures 
are aimed both at aiding existing 
businesses that remain in Michigan 
and promoting job development. 

The Republican proposals came 
just prior to Governor Blanchard’s 
economic development plan. 

A particularly high priority for 
Republicans would be continued im- 
provements in workers’ compensa- 
tion and unemployment compensa- 
tion. While costs have been reduced 
in those areas, Hillegonds said, em- 
ployers still point to those two areas 
as being detrimental to economic 
development. 

The 38 proposals are divided into 
three areas: regulatory reform, 
reducing business costs and job 
development. : 

Items under regulatory reform in- 
clude repealing the prevailing wage 
laws, mandating the state to pur- 
chase items from producers instead 
of producing those items itself, 
reimbursing businesses for the cost 
of legal defense ‘‘against clearly 
- wrongful regulatory actions.”’ 

Repealing the prevailing wage law 
could be particularly important as 
the governor is expected to initiate a 
public works program using bon- 
ding funds, Hillegonds said. 

The current prevailing wage 
statute could reduce the number of 
jobs available in a public works pro- 
gram by as much as 40 percent, he 
added. 

Along with the workers’ and 
unemployment comp improvements, 
other proposals to reduce business 
costs include supporting limits on 
medical malpractice claims,  in-

creases in the small claims court 
limit to $1,200 and energy cost 
proposals which are not ‘‘a barrier to 
business locating in Michigan.” 

In their jobs development section, 
the Republicans call for improve- 
ments in job training at local schools 
and community colleges, expanding 


instructional posts in engineering — 


and sciences and joint efforts with 
other Great Lakes states to prevent 
expropriation of fresh water from 
the lakes. 

The Republicans also urged con- 
tinuing some programs already in 
effect, such as the target industries 
and small business development 
programs in the Department of 
Commerce. 

Nuclear Waste 
Transport Restriction 

Michigan and other states that 
ban or limit the transport of nuclear 
wastes must defend their regula- 
tions in an effort to force tougher 
federal regulations regarding 
nuclear safety, a New York resear- 
cher told legislative subcommittees. 

A backlog of nuclear waste is 
building up and will have to be ship- 
ped at some point, Marvin Resni- 
koff, project director at the Council 
on E.conomic Priorities, said. 

The state’s current regulations 
forbidding shipment through Michi- 
gan are being challenged by nuclear 
waste shippers before the federal 
Department of Transportation. 

But if Michigan and those other 
states that limit transport fight 
those efforts and fight for tougher 
rules regarding nuclear waste 
safety, then new rules may be draf- 
ted, Resnikoff said. 

Michigan bans transport because 
federal rules on casks that would 
hold the waste are not stringent 
enough. A Canadian laboratory has 
been attempting to ship nuclear 


wastes through Michigan to a 


disposal site in South Carolina, but 
has been blocked by the state law.

Finding of No Significant Impact 


Rehabilitation/Phased Construction at Camp Grayling 
Training Site, Michigan. 
A. Description of Proposed Action and Alternatives: 

The Camp Grayling Training Site has been sized as a 6,500-person high concen- 
tration training site. The proposed phased construction will enable the existing area 
to support current training requirements of the MIANRG. Camp Grayling is the 
nucleus for training conducted by units of the National Guard, Active Army, Army 
Reserves, and Marine Reserves of the surrounding states as well as supporting the 
training requirements of the Canadian Militia. 

The assessment examined alternatives to the proposed action. No action is un- 
feasible in that the existing structures are not adequate for the Camp’s current 
logistical support operations/mission. No other installations within the area served 
can feasibly support the unit’s mission, 

B. Potential Environmental Impacts: 

The analysis of potential environmental impacts is documented in an environ- 
mental assessment (EA) entitled ‘‘Rehabilitation/Phased Construction at Camp 
Grayling Training Site. 

Construction: Normal construction techniques would be employed at the site, in- 
cluding proper erosion control techniques, to minimize any short-term impacts. Noise 
impacts during construction would be short term and not propagate far off-site. Air 
pollution during construction will be minimized by the installation of vapor emission 
control devices and site watering to control fugitive dust, if required. If threatened 
plant species are encountered during construction, the sites will be protected pending 
consultation with Department of Natural Resources personnel. A short-term 
economic benefit during construction would be realized in that employment for the 
local population would be available. 

The proposed rehahilitation/phased construction projects would enhance opera- 
tions at the existing site. No significant increase in operations is expected, therefore 
no adverse impacts on existing resources are anticipated. 

Regulatory: There are no indications that implementing this proposal would 
violate any Federal, State, or local environmental laws or regulations. 

Finding of No Significant Impact (FNS) 

A careful review of the environmental assessment has concluded that the 
proposed rehabilitation/phased construction at Camp Grayling Training Site will not 
have a significant impact on the quality of the natural or human environment. The 
requirements of the National Environmental Policy Act (NEPA) have been satisfied 
and an Environmental Impact Assessment (EIS) will not be prepared.

Old accounts of the ex- 
ploration and settlement of 
this Country and especially 
the northern forest seldom 
mention insect pests. There 
is frequent mention of 
danger from inclement 
weather, lack of game when 
it was sorely needed for food, 
and danger from Indians and 
wild animals. Maybe times 
have changed or maybe our 
ancestors just suffered in 
silence. People who in more 
modern times have taken to 
the woods report that it was 
the bloodsucking insects 
which came the closest to 
driving them back to civili- 
zation. Bears, moose, mice, 
bats and porcupines were an 
annoyance, and sometimes 
required drastic counter- 
measures, but it was the 
blackflies and no-seeums 
which made life nearly un- 
bearable. 

For any newcomers to our 
beloved northland, let me 
warn you about both of the 
above pests. Blackflies are 
small, and they have a nasty 
habit of crawling up sleeves 
and pants and down necks to 
bite. Usually you do not feel 
the bite until the blood 
begins to flow from the bite, 
after which the area swells 
and itches. Some people are 
so poisoned by blackflies 
that they puff up all over. So 
you will not feel quite so 
badly, even the wild animals 
are bothered extensively too. 

No-seeums are as small as 
pepper dust and burn a hun- 
dred times worse. It is dif- 
ficult to understand how 
such a minute creature can 
cause such pain. Some 
people react to the bites of 
no-seeums the way they 
react to mosquito bites. 
Having screens on the win- 
dows will not help, as the 
mesh is like a freeway un- 
derpass to a no-Seeum. 
There is one consolation; it 
is possible to build up an 
immunity, but it may take 
ten years. So endure and 
welcome to the north coun- 
try.
